"Togo will begin to get the range at 


about seven miles with his twelve ar.d 
ten inch guns," added,this officer. Now, 
the Russians, having the larger number 
of big guns, ought to be able to do more 
effective work at that range than the Ja- 
panese, but you must throw away all pa- 
per calculations and simply look to the 
mechanical and personal factors.

ten-inch guns out of notion, then he v.'ill 
close in ard turn loose his eight-inch 
pieces. That will mean simply slaughter. 
The Russians have practically no eight- 
inch guns, while the Japanese have fifty- 
seven" and while the Japnne«e can hit the 
enemy with their eight-inch guns they 
will be out of range of the Russian six- 
inch. When it comes to what may be 
called hnnd-to-hnnd fighting, when Togo 
deems the time ripe for him to adminis- 
ter the coup de grace, the Japanese can 
simply smother the. foe with their six- 
inch and smaller guns. 


The amnzing success ot Japan in her 


struggle with Russia promises ultimate- 
ly to -substitute Jnpan for Russia as the 
predominant far eastern power, and the 
administration regards one as disadvan- 
tageous to our interests as the other. If 
Russia ceases to exist ns a power exer- 
cising great influence in China, and if 
Jnpan shall be nblc to exert nn all-eon-

CHANGES IX FK»BR\L CONSTITU- 


TION. 


There are reasons lor believing lliero 


will be a convention for the revision of 
tho constitution of tlic United Slates 
under the provision should two-third? of 
the states concur in uniting in such a 
request congress will be forced to cull 
one. But. should congress prefer tn en- 
act the subject matter that of providing 
for the election of United States senators 
by tho direct vole of the people, it will 
satisfy such states ass have not already 
through their legislatures passf-d such 
joint resolution asking for an amendment 
to tlmt end in view, and this would termi- 
nate any idea of'going on with the sub- 
ject, {Sn'cc every resolutions fur adopted 
has distinctly referred to the election of 
senators by n direct vote. 


Should, however, congress neglect or 


refuse to enact such an amendment, then 
the, states could proceed on plan of call- 
ing a constitutional convention and the 
states getting together could beyond all 
question not only pass an 
amendment 


providing for electing for senators by a 
direct vote, but could go ahead and pro- 
vide for any other 
amendments they 


could unite upon. 


If it has been supposed such n conven- 


tion would stop at this procedure, thnt 
of providing for electing senators by the 
vote of the people, there will have been 
an error made in judgment, for there is 
no manner of question but what when 
the states finished there would be prae- 
ticully a new constitution; whether im- 
proved or not is another matter. For one 
thing the presidential term would cer- 
tainly he lengthened and this tiling of 
turning the country upside down every 
four years done away with. This term 
would nio.-t likely be made six years, this 
being a compromise between the extrem- 
ists, one side wanting but the present 
length of term four year?, and (lie other 
side for an eight years' term. The com- 
promise would be upon a term of six 
yenrs and of course making the. president 
eligible but fov the one term. Again the 
electoral college present system imiy be 
abolished nnd the direct vote instituted. 


Any present doubts as the power of 


congress to determine questions nfieet- 
ing the relations of the states to the 
general commerce between states would 
be settled and it would not be upon the 
line of state's rights cither, for every bit 
of legislation in the future is.to be di- 
rected more nnd more unon the lines of 
a groat nation, rather than a nation com- 
posed of forty-five or so states each os 
now with different marriage nnd divorce 
laws, laws relating to the descent of pro- 
perty, laws affecting the disposition of 
property nnd rejecting the tendency of 
our rich men to bond their property as it 
were beyond the life of the existing gen- 
eration, and compelling n much more 
equal disposition of estates among the 
heirs, that is providing against the amas- 
sing of large estates in the hunds of one 
or two heirs to the exclusion of others. 


There would be provision making no 


doubt as to how our trusts, combines and 
syndicates should conduct themselves and 
sharply defining' the line. There would 
be a general clearing nwny of mnttevs 
and in such a, convention there would be 
concessions. For one thing the powers of 
corporations of n public nature would be 
certainly defined, be prescribed, and it 
would not be to tho advantage of cor- 
porative interests thnt assume unwar- 
ranted powers, and admittedly in many 
states, assumed such powers through as- 
sent of legislatures us in this state where 
the eminent domain privileges have been 
10 grossly abused through legislative act*. 
A federal license may be required for ev- 
ery corporation, nnd it would be certain. 
|y provided public service corporations 
and-corporations receiving exceptionable 
privileges should he required to comply 
with tho terms of their franchises and it 
would be fixed in such a way that no 
public .service corporation would presume 
to interfere in politics ns is done now in 
everv state nnd territory in tho union. 
There would be no more electing United 
States senators by railroads, 
nnd no 


moro interference in state matters and 
national matters. 


In short there would be an adjustment 


upon perfectly fair nnd impartial lines, 
and the proud boast.of late years we avo 
a nation holding ourselves out to the 
sovereignties of the world we are such, 
nnd yet, when something happens affect- 
ing the rights of aliens having to apol- 
ogize nnd explain, we are not a nation 
at all, only u conglomeration of plates. 
ThU would be done away with and con- 


gress and the president given powers as- 
suring the nations of the earth we are 
ourselves something on that line with 
every bit it implies. There would be pro- 
vision affecting this immigration ques- 
tion nnd tho provision that naturaliza- 
tion now requiring the term of five years 
before second papers 'arc granted should 
bo observed by every state instead of 
disregarded ns now. That is the issuing 
of second papers should be the commence- 
ment of the voting right in every state, 
and this being five years, all foreigners 
would have been obliged to have been 
residents in the country that long a per- 
iod before voting, instead of as now, 
where the issue of tho first papers, con- 
fers the voting right if a state is so pleas- 
ed to grant it. 


In such n convention there is no ques- 


tion but what the delegates will be well 
loaded down wilh- all sorts of amend- 
ments. So the probabilities are that later 
on when sufficient states have enacted 
such joint resolution requesting congress 
to enact such an amendment, congress 
will proceed to do this one thing, and 
thus do nwny with any chance of a con- 
vention of the states. 


EDVCATIOX AND THE WORKERS. 
Elbert Hubbard in a late lecture say- 


ing there arc college graduates who are 
not able to earn their own living, and 
that the only education that is worth 
while is the education that does things, 
probably gets somewhere* near the truth, 
only that because it is likely more or 
less graduates of our colleges arc defic- 
ient in get up enough to com their living, 
it is no reason to assume the Roycroft art 
educator intends to have it thought he 
believes college training is sapping of 
the qualities that enables one to make 
his or her way in the world. 


College education incorporated with 


the college training by no menus incapa- 
citates any one from earning their own 
living if it is so they art overtaken with 
that idea. There i; undoubtedly a sort 
of caite feeling about college and univer- 
sity work, but again this would not nec- 
essarily interfere .with progress in.the 
world.'only as it-soaks;into congenial dis- 
positions. ' These dispositions would con- 
trol the individual whether college edu- 
cated or not, if tho associations and hab- 
its occurred in tho period of life in which 
the strongest impressions arc made. The 
education that does things means a good 
deal. It means the education that im- 
presses itself upon the individual mind 
for the best nnd most noble purposes. As 
education of itself does not 
guarantee 


morality, docs not necessarily ' give a 
guarantee of above reproachnblcness as it 
were, neither does education of itself 
imply inability to make one's way in this 
hard world or a disinclination to do phy- 
sical labor or mental labor required in 
services that bring for their reward so 
much per week or month. 


Perhaps the disposition, the temper, 


tho constitutional infirmities control lo 
the most purpose. This is shown in every 
walk of life. It will come out in the col- 
lege graduate, the university graduate, 
the graduate of the high school or dis- 
IricAchool, or the non graduate. Kdii- 
culion is not a diploma of physical ex- 
cellence or a certificate of character, only 
that those possessing reasonably good 
educations as a rule will be found the 
best fitted for all around life's purposes. 
A college graduate is not necessarily the 
best fitted for some positions 
in 
the 


world of industry, but for many posi- 
tions such a person may be found better 
fitted than one who is not. 
Why not 


then these higher educated people be best 
fitted for certain niches of life, and tho 
needs of such be varied an'd many? 


It is only certain that education car- 


ries with it u stamp that can not be 
counterfeited. 
This education may not 


;ilw:tv< fit the particular man or woman. 
but this is no f:iult of the system of 
imparting knowledge. An educated per- 
son, one who has passed through all the 
different grades of the district nnd high 
.schools is well fitted to enter upon the. 
combat with existence in a 
material 


sense, his moral qualities may have been 
ndded to or lessened according, ns has 
his inner self accepted his impressions, 
but still, it must Be admitted that while 
to 
the 
criminally 
ineline'd 
and 


dispositioned, 
education 
may 
have 


added 
lo 
the 
dangerousness, 
yet 


very 
generally 
education with 
the 


splendid 
training 
received 
under 


competent and good dispositioned in- 
structors in our school 
system, 
must 


greatlv be n factor in elevating the mind, 
in banishing badly proportioned ideas, 
and making good, square citizens, fairly 
honest with themselves and towards the 
world, thoroughly honest and entirely re- 
liable. Education therefore does not al- 
ways banish wrongfiilness or is a guar- 
antee of moralit3', but an educated per- 
son will bo accepted invariably for what 
he or she pretends, before an uneducated 
person will be. 


College graduates are only human be- 


ings with whatever force education may 
have given, as has their individuality 
been 
impressed. 
It 
may 
be 
also 


true that too much education may not 
have been best, and in some cases it 
would have been far better 
to 
have 


stopped with the college of the great 
mass of plain, common people the people's 
High school, but the disposition, the mcn- 
taf faculty, the grnsp of things mone- 
tarv, should nnd may not be charged 
n™a'inst college learning. The lecturer-of 
course does not intend giving any wrong- 
ful impression he only nsserts what -all 
know to be entirely true, that the edu- 
cated college man by reason therefore, 
is not ut all necessarily guaranteed 
itblo. to cnrn his living, but this may 
be true, tlmt by reason therefore, the 
disposition of the man may have been 
better titled to seek out that from which 
he may better enrn his own living. But 
in the great game of life the human na- 
ture of it predominates whether College, 
High school, or none at all. Education 


is not ft guarantee of money making, but 
it is the most important factor in the 
world of civilization, of progress, of hu- 
manity, justice, the 
equities 
and of 


bringing out the divine qualities in man. 


GRAIN SPECULATION. 


What speculators,do with the necessar- 


ies of life is seen in every outburst of 
whirl in the markets.. No one can pos- 
sibly believe the natural bent of the mar- 
ket" would make such wide deviations in 
prices ns has been noticeable. in wheat, 
especially of late. For instance on the 
1.17V4, but wheat to be delivered on the 
Chicago board of trade, was quoted 
at 


l.lTVi, but wheat to be delivered in the 
month of July was quoted at 87%, tind 
for the month of September 83ys. Here 
is a difference of thirty cents between the 
wheat price of May and' July, but sixty 
days apart, nnd far, far. exceeding any 
possible storage rate there might be for 
cam-ing grain two months. 


But this is not nil. The speculators en- 


gaged in their process of gambling on 
grain produced further unnatural differ- 
ence. Thus the price of wheat for the 
same month, May, WHS in St. Louis 12% 
cents lower than in Chicago; in Kansas 
City, 21% cents lower and in Minneapo- 
lis, V/s lower than in Chicago. The grain 
news of that day stated values were 
weaker in these places than in Chicago 
where the market was strong. No one 
can pretend any natural causes produc- 
ed these remarkable variations. It can 
not be pretended any possible demand in 
Chicago arising from legitimate market 
reasons caused this high value in Chi- 
cago, for this being true a natural de- 
mand for grain there would certainly 
have caused an almost 
equal advance 


in other markets. 


But v.hc demand was not natural. 
It 


was not even legitimately speculative, 
that is the grain being actually fully paid 
for and actually delivered. Nothing of 
the sort occurred unless it might have 
been the delivery of some sort of hocus 
pocus of the stock and grain 
market 


alleging to call for certain things. The 
causes that gradually led up to these dif- 
ferences in Chicago prices and 
other 


large grain centers, 'was of the corner va- 
riety and the speculation carried on in 
margins operated by gigantic capital of 
Drain speculators. 
" There is no use to pretend these great 
board of trade operations are. legitimate. 
They arc not. 
If the actual grain was. 


actually bought 'and actually paid for, 
these corner operations would not be so 
readily managed. 
Think of it. Wheat 


bought and delivered for May could on 
the'mcnlioned date 
be 
secured for 


$1.17yl. But if the customer for grain 
preferred to have grain deliverable in 
July he could secure it for 87%, and 
if lie still did not like the wheat that 
could be delivered in these two months, 
for any fancy he could indulge his taste 
for wheat deliverable in September for 
RZ%. Of course the real wheat, the real 
grain con be brought readily at any time 
for generally less money, or he might 
have to pay more, if there was any ex- 
citement in the market, still the cash ar- 
ticle is a different proposition to tho spec- 
ulative 
proposition. .Of 
course 
flour 


makes no such sensational 
differences, 


though occasionally scarcity arising for 
one reason or another may advance the 
price somewhat. On the day referred to 
when there was a difference • of thirty 
cents between the July wheat and Sep- 
tember wheat, the price of wheat flour 
remained the same, and this difference 
between months is not the occurrence of 
a day or two but has existed with more 
or loss divergence for some time now. 


What is the use of 
talking about 


bucket shops when on the 
great ex- 


cluingcs of the country such speculation 
as this cim be openly carried on and such 
intense 
speculation is not carried on 


with rea! dollars paying the market quo- 
tation for the real grain. It is grain 
gambling and nothing else can be made 
out of it. It is official gambling sanc- 
tioned by law and such debts arc collec- 
table by Inw, only provided all the official 
speculation as to contract grades with 
margin rules posted up have been, prop- 
erlv observed. 


DESTIICCTIOX OF MAGARA FAI..T/S. 


The prospect the New York legislature 


will provide for the. complete destruction 
of the world fumed Niagara Falls as a 
"rand, sublime scenie spectacle is about 
assured. The Cassidy bill received every 
vote in the committee on miscellaneous 
corporations nnd will without much ques- 
tion receive the sanction of Governor 
lliggins. This outrageous measure like 
a similar one introduced in our legisla- 
ture confers unlimited powers upon cer- 
tain corporations giving them the 
solo 


right lo the waters of Niagara Falls on 
the American side as they so desire, de- 
stroys the right of the communities on 
the "banks of Niagara Fulls t,o interfere 
and invests with sole power to take for 
their use without restraint. 


This is certainly bad enough in all con- 


science, but the bill in question takes 
away from the 
towns 
interested all 


right 
for 
compensation 
and 
fails 


to provide the corporations receiving this 
magnificent gift shall pay a dollar .of 
compensation to the state. 
Certainly 


for months this matter has been aired. 
The papers have been full of it and even 
prophesied Governor Higgins would never 
consent to this grant of Niagara Vails to 
public service corporations or electrical 
corporations. But as elsewhere and in 
our own state rights and favors asked 
for by corporations will be granted. Thus 
the eminent domain rights of session 
before last, in our state conferred upon 
all electrical lighting, telegraph, and tele- 
phone companies, then the bill of this ses- 
sion conferring unrestricted eminent do- 
mnin rights upon all traction companies, 
just the same as enjoyed by the steam 
roads, with even still worse, the bill giv- 
ing any street cur company the right to 


condemn streets'in second,' third and 
fourth class Cities. Then there is the bill 
giving away to a'corporation the waters 
of the Wisconsin' river, for water power, 
dams rind constrict reservoirs, with right 
to use at will, and the right to condemn 
under right of eminent domain the rights 
of any other person or coqjoration in the 
waters of this river now enjoyed. 


The press has thundered concerning 


this contemplated irreparable blow to the 
world's greatest scenic beauty, Niagara 
Falls. To the shame of Canada it too has 
already granted water power rights on 
its side which have visibly affected the 
flow of the Falls nnd naturally also more 
or less on our side. The flow of water 
now being used on the two sides is equal 
to about 27 per cent of the total flow and 
if tho present privileges are granted by 
New York which is about certain now, 
the reduced flow in all will bo practically 
about sixty per cent. How Soon the re- 
mainder would be, taken requires no hard 
guessing in the least. 


There are millions of dollars involved 


in this matter. There are millions that 
will go into the pockets of corporative 
interests that have received the sanction 
of the state without paying a dollar of 
revenue for the priceless gifts, and even 
if a moderate compensation wns required 
it could not possibly equal the great loss 
sustained by the country at large. Money 
can not buy Niagara Falls as an incom- 
parable 
scenic 
effect, 
but 
money 


can buy Niagara Falls as a water 
power. 
Then other millions of dollars 


now invested and expended by ths public 
on the Falls as a national spectacle will 
of course be thrown away when the Falls 
is reduced to a mere rivulet. 


Perhaps a beginning might be made in 


preserving to the American people a. fair 
proportion of their rights, in protecting 
from the rapacity of most public service 
corporations, by state legislatures with- 
holding the right of eminent domain, now 
granted freely and without question and 
without compensation to whom may ask, 
corporaled of course. 


I practically ignore the vice president, is 
the manifestation by President Roose- 
velt of ;i proper spirit'and the recogni- 
tion of the truth that 'in this republic, 
next to the president stands the vice 
president by virtue of the constitution.

to' celebrate, the birthday of the great 
Thomas on April 13th. Every one OT 
the different Democratic divisions, the.

Democrats, and just' the plain Demo- 
crats, claim Thomas Jefferson for their 
patron saint.

Six of our 
foremost American pcpts — and all but 
one in quantity as well as in quality 
of verse— Bryant, Whittier, Longfel- 
low, Lowell, Holmes and Emerson- 
lived to ages varying from 75 to 85, 
and were productive to the last. .Dr.
